W hatever its purposes, 


present Soviet leadership is discovering that the free 


world learned S ta lin ’s methods all too well. 


Unless their perspective is altogether blunted from 
disuse, the present rulers of the Krem lin must be 
deriving a certain sour enlightenm ent from the skep­ 
ticism of the W estern countries regarding the Russian 
drive for peace. Outside of the Soviet Union and its 
satellite states there is universal distrust of Moscow. 


Nothing that the Soviet Union proposes is accepted 
at its face value. No confidence is placed in Russia’s 
declarations of peaceful purposes. No faith is reposed 
in the words of Malenkov. No W e fern statesman Is 
willing to put the defense of his land at hazard in 
reliance upon Soviet promises. 


Perhaps 
the 
Communists 
regard 
that 
as 
an 
achievement. If so, it Is one that, has caught up with 
them, now that their ostensible motive is peaceful. 
Western distrust is profound. 
Otherwise Am erican 
leadership, through the voices of President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles, would not tx* demanding that 
the Soviet prove IU good faith with deeds rather than 
with words. 


T h at is not the norm al method of diplomatic 
procedure, 
In the norm al course, an international 
negotiation precedes action. Tile action emerges from 
an agreement. 
But, the whole relationship of the 
W estern world with the Soviet Union is strewn with 
broken agreements. Negotiation has been futile. 


B u t there Is still the middle ground of an honor­ 
able peace, which the United States and its associates 
are w illing to offer, if the Soviet Union and its satel­ 
lites are prepared to prove their faith with deeds, not 


words. 


Punishment For Atrocities 


It is going to be difficult, lf not impossible, to get 
anybody punished for the atrocities committed against 
Am erican and North Koreans taken prisoner in the 
Korean W ar. True, m any of the Germ ans and Ja p a ­ 
nese responsible for atrocities in W orld W a r II were 
hanged or imprisoned, but G erm any and Jap an had 
been com pletely defeated and had surrendered u n ­ 
conditionally. So the victors in W orld W ar II were in 
a position to institute w ar guilt trials. 
In the Korean W ar, however, nobody expects the 
North Koreans and the Chinese Communists to su r­ 
render unconditionally. Even if they should he defeat­ 
ed ultim ately instead of agreeing mm- to a peace w ith ­ 
out victory, they will hardly agree to trial and punish­ 
m ent by outsiders of those responsible for atrocities. 
One piece of cruel irony in the situation Is th at 
m any legal authorities, including Senator Taft, object­ 
ed to the W orld W a r I I war Rullt trials Just because 
these were conducted by war victors against war 
vanquished. 
The w inner* of a war, it was Insisted, 
could not be expected to hand out im partial Justice 


to the looer*. 
H alf a century ago, the Hague conventions of 1899 
and 1907 specified that w ar prisoners must be treated 
“ hum anely.” 
The Geneva convention of 
1929 waft 
more specific*, the Soviet Union was not a signatory. 
A still more elaborate convention on war prisoners 
was signed at Geneva in 1949. 
The United States, 
which signed but failed to ratify, promised to observe 
its provisions, Rod so, in 1950, did North Korea. ( om- 
muntst. C h in a in Ju ly 1952 declared Its intention to 
adhere to the 1949 convention.

Psoriasis: Theories 
And Remedies 


Psoriasis is one of the oldest of 


our common skin diseases. It also 


is one of the most puzzling and, 
despite the fact that mankind has 
been forced to contend with the 
malady for many centuries, the 
cause has escaped detection and 
a good remedy still is lacking. 


The condition is more unsightly 
than serious. It usually begins as 
a ret!, pea sized lesion, slightly 
elevated and flattened on the up­ 
per surface, In time, the center 
part becomes covered with dry, 
shiny, 
silvery 
scales 
that 
grow 
thicker, 
with 
one 
layer 
hearted 
ors m 
another. 
When 
the 
upper 
crust is pulled or scrap'd off, it 
leaves a bright red surface with 
one or two tiny bleeding points, a 
characteristic feature of psoriasis. 


Some individuals have one turn 
area which has a tendency to come 
and go; tithers have patches of 
unusual shapes and sizes scatter­ 
ed throughout the iiody. Favored 
sites are the elitows and knees 
with the tower back, scalp, and 
nails next in order. This pattern is 
not always 
followed. 
There 
are 
several varieties of psoriasis and 
some are so bizarre even the ex­ 
perts have difficulty recognizing 
them. The pustular form, for ex­ 
ample, is partial to the palms and 
soles and consists of tiny, pimple- 
like eruptions. When psoriasis is 
confined to the nails it is not easy 
to distinguish from ringworm and 
the same can be said when the 
scalp is invaded. 


The cause is not known but, as 
with most common ailments, there 
are theories galore. Those inter­ 
ested in diet blame disturbanress 
in metabolism of both fat and pro­ 
tein; other incriminate the glandu­ 
lar system or the nerves. A few 
have

search that a vitamin deficiency 
is responsible, or invasion of the 
skin 
by 
parasites 
or 
bacteria.

X rays, special baths, hormones, 
and sunlight. A('TH and cortisone 
control the lesions hut the effect is 
temporary: one of my colleague* 
has ust*d an ointment containing 
these hormones with considerable 
success. But to date the most pop- 
ular remedy is the Goeckerm«*n 
treatment in which crude coal tar 
ointment is applied thoroughly be­ 
fore going to lied at night The next 
day all but a thin film of the oint­ 
ment is removed and the affected 
area is exposed to ultraviolet rays.

And now the federal 
government has taken further so­ 
cialistic leaps by building steam 
hydro plants solely for the genera­ 
tion of electric power.’ 
To 
this, 
Senator

Humphy said: 
“ A 
former 
President 
of 
the 
United States says, Tx»t us get rid 
of the power dams and all the 
great public resources.’ ” 
Of course, Mr. Hoover never said 
anything of the sort. 
The ex-Pres- 
ident only advocated what he al­ 
ways believed, that the federal gov­ 
ernment make some money out of 
these plants by selling the power 
at a fair rate and by leasing gov­ 
ernment-owned plants to private 
enterprise, or to municipalities or 
to state governments or to authori­ 
ties, like the New York Port Auth­ 
ority, which does a very good job 
in its own sphere of limited activ­ 
ity. 
In a word, the ex-President 
feels that we can no longer afford 
the luxury of losing money on en­ 
terprises on which we can make 
money. 
Actually what is happening is 
that the federal government is in 
competition 
with 
private 
enter­ 
prise; 
the federal plants do not 
make a reasonable return and pay 
no taxes; the private plants will 
ultimately 
find it 
impossible to 
compete with tax-free government 
plants and wull go out of business. 
What is required is a non-parti­ 
san, 
practical, 
business-like 
ap­ 
proach to this problem in the best 
interest of the United States.

the government is in business, it 
ought to be for a profit.

but has set aside approximately 
$38,000 for government planes to 
fly him around the country. 
Four llagen Brothers 
President Eisenhower, who has 
four brothers himself, got a big 
kick out of meeting the four bro­ 
thers of C O P Congressman Harold 
Hagen of Minnesota the other day, 
particularly when he learned that 
one brother had played a strategic 
role in the Normandy invasion. 
Norman Hagen, an international- 
known meteorologist, was one of 
the U. S. experts who helped fore­ 
cast the weather one day before 
D-Dav. Their prediction that con­ 
ditions would be satisfactory was 
a tough one to make, because the 
weather on June 5, 1944 , 24 hours 
before, was stormy. 
“ It was raining and the wind 
seemed strong enough to blow a 
house down,” recalled Ike as he 
met the Hagen brothers. 


W ASHINGTON—Every 
adminis­ 
tration is entitled to a chance to 
deal with new problems in its own 
way—provided it does not reject 
out of hand pointed lessons of ex­ 
perience. 


The 
new loyalty 
and security 
program announced by the Eisen­ 
hower administration is drastic in 
some respects and lenient in oth­ 
ers. 
About the only way the pro­ 
cedures will be finally evaluated 
will be by tests in individual cases 
as they arise. 


Certainly nobody who examines 
the long, technical executive order 
issued by the President—prepared 
after many weeks of soul-searching 
study by his subordinates in the 
Department of Justice 
and 
the 
Civil Service Commission 
will say 
that it is soft so far as Commun­ 
ists in government are concerned. 
If anything, it is a bit tough on the 
individual employe, who can in a 
case of abuse be thrown out of his 
job because he doesn't happen to 
play up to the whims of his depart­ 
ment or agency* head. 
He will 
have no right of formal review 
above the department or agency 
in which he has been employed. 
No Review Hoard 


There is not to be a loyalty re­ 
view board now. as there was under 
the Truman administration. Hence 
there will be no regular system of 
post-audit of individual cases of 
suspected disloyalty where a de­ 
partment or agency has "cleared” 
an employe of charges. The reason 
given for abandoning the Loyalty 
Review Board is that there was no 
provision of law to permit its func­ 
tioning. 
But the Loyalty Review 
Board was always an “ advisory” 
board and final responsibility rest­ 
ed with the department or agency 
head. 
In no case under the Truman 
administration was the Loyalty Re­ 
view’ Board reversed by a depart­ 
ment or agency head. The only in­ 
stance occurred in 
the 
Vincent 
case under the present administra­ 
tion, when Secretary of State Dulles 
reversed the Loyalty Review Board, 
saying he had the legal right to do 
so which was, of course, correct. 
It isn’t necessary for such a review’ 
board to have power to dismiss 
ineligibles, 
but 
under 
the 
last 
administration it was an unwritten 
law’ thai the President would stand 
back 
of 
the 
Loyalty 
Review 
Board’s recommendation. 
Under 
the present administration the plan 
from the beginning has been to 
alter the whole setup and eliminate 
the review-board system This now 
has been embodied in the execu­ 
tive order. 
There are some administration 
officials who point out that the 
Civil Service Commission, under 
the

order, 
may 
create advisory boards or com­ 
mittees to make recommendations 
as 
to 
the 
effectiveness 
of

procedures and that provision is

made for study of defects. Experi­ 


ence may show tha.t it is desirable 


also to create some sort of review 


system 
inside the Civil Service 


Commission, so that a technical 
staff may review and take action 
on the proceedings in any case 
before the departments or agencies 
where security or loyalty cases 
may have been considered. 


There now is a disposition in th* 
new 
setup 
to 
avoid 
the

“ loyalty” 
altogether 
and 
make 
dismissals entirely on a “ security'* 
basis, with the elements of "un­ 
suitability” strongly imbedded in

curity.” For it is recognized that 
any immoraJ or dishonest person 
or individual of loose habits gen­ 
erally might become the victim of 
pressure or blackmail by agents 
of foreign governments. 
So “ se­ 
curity” covers a multitude of sins. 


Deserves F air Trial 


In general, 
the new program 
deserves a fair trial. 
Its weak­ 
nesses will become apparent as 
experience 
increases. 
Since th* 
motivation of the present admin­ 
istration is to expose or remove 
bad 
security 
risks 
and 
not 
to 
conceal or try to defend them, as 
some officials in the State Depart­ 
ment felt it was their duty to do 
u n d e r the last administration, 
there is every reason to believe 
thi-t, if defects in the procedure* 
arise, they will soon be corrected. 


The 
one 
big 
weakness — the 
unfamiliarity of persons chosen to 
act as security boards in 60 dif­ 
ferent agencies with the ways and 
techniques 
of 
Communists 
and 
fellow 
travelers—cannot 
be cor­ 
rected until the new administration 
gets its fingers burned by specific 
cases. 
For the Communist will 
lie about his connections, he will 
vilify his critics, he will cry out 
loudly about constitutional rights 
and how they are violated under 
McCarthyism and “ witch hunts.’* 
and yet at the same time he will 
be a secret member of a Com­ 
munist organization confident that 
he will not be caught. Or he will 
refuse to do his duty as a citizen 
and reveal his knowledge of crimi­ 
nal 
conspiracies 
even 
when 
he 
himself may not have been a part 
of such conspiracies. 


It will not be easy to educate 
all the newcomers on the security 
boards to the tricks of the Com- 
munists-4)ut the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration 
is going to try to 
erect as maoy safeguards as pos­ 
sible against gullibility or decep­ 
tion. 
A sincere purpose is being 
manifested by those who have the

Arthur Radford looks 
like a better and better bet to 
replace Gen. 
Omar 
Bradley as 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 
The decision will presum­ 
ably be made as soon as Secretary

Charles 
Wilson 
can 
reach agreement with President 
Eisenhower. 
The

Wilson has wanted Radford for 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs ever 
since the President’s pre-inaugura­ 
tion trip to Korea. 
When the

Radford met them a* Pearl 
Harbor. 
He so much impressed 
and charmed Wilson that Wilson 
proposed him for the chairman­ 
ship of the Joint Chiefs then and 
there, without further ado. 


According to undoubted reports, 
the President answered that Ad­ 
miral Radford was one of the two 
or three ablest senior officers in 
American uniform, fully qualified 
in every way to head the Joint 
Chiefs. 
But he added that Wilson 
had better not name Radford to the

Since 
the admiraJ is a man who fights 
for his view to the last ditch, it 
can be seen why the President has 
threatened to approve Secretary 
Wilson’s proposal. 
The Air Force,

bered. is also moving heaven and 
earth to block his nomination.

Nonetheless, Admiral Radford is 
the best bet because of the strong’h 
and 
determination 
of 
Secretary 
Wilson's support. 
It must be add­ 
ed that the appointment, if it goes 
through, can be counted on to in­ 
fluence 
Ameircan policy 
in 
a*! 
sorts of significant ways. 
In the first place. Secretary W il­ 
son is a man of strong likes and 
dislikes whose personal opinions 
are seldom subject to change ex­ 
cept by the very small number of 
persons he fully trusts and ap­ 
proves of. 
The opinions that he 
brought to Washington, about the 
right relationship between the de­ 
fense effort and the budget, do not 
appear to have been shaken v e r v 
much by anyone now on duty in 
the Pentagon. 
But Admiral Rad­ 
ford can be counted on to plead 
the cause of adequate national de­ 
fense with great force, and he can 
also be counted on to impress 
Secretary Wilson. 
Favors A Show-Down 
Then too, the admiral belong' to 
the school of American officers 
who have little or no patience with 
mere containment in the contest 
of the cold war. 
He ha»s strongly 
advocated 
a 
blockade 
of 
Com­ 
munist China, as part of a larger 
program to make the Peking gov­ 
ernment regret its intervention in 
Korea. 
He has shown a strong 
preference, in many other wa.ys, 
for bringing the cold war contest 
to a 
rapid and complete show’- 
down. 
In this respect, Radford could 
hardly differ more widely from 
the present Joint Chiefs, whose 
caution Is illustrated bv their in­ 
tensely hostile 
reception 
of 
the 
Radford blockade plan and Gen. 
Jam es 
Van 
Fleet’s 
comparable 
plan for a ground offensive on the 
Korean peninsula. 
In fact, this 
new quality and outlook Radford 
would bring to the Joint Chiefs 
w’ould probably prove far more im­ 
portant, in the long run. than his 
loyalty to the Na.vv and hfs SU** A 
picion of the Strategic Air Com- ™ 
mand. 
In addition. Radford has one of 
the most compelling personalities 
and one of the best intellectual 
equipments of any man in Ameri­ 
can public life. 
Bringing such a 
man, with such a temperament, 
into a, place of such great power 
and influence as the chairmanship 
of

is 
almost 
certain to mark a major turning 
point, whether or no this is the 
intention.
